Caudill, spec­ 
ial law enforcement officer for Okla­ 
homa, made the startling assertion

He emphasized the fact that three 
day after he was sworn in as an en­ 
forcem ent officer, an Oklahoma City 
attorney took him to his private of­ 


fice and told him (Caudill) he could 
get $1,000 per month if he would al­ 
low one certain St. l.ouis brewery to 
unload its goods in the state. 
Offer ‘♦Spurned.*’ 
This attem pt at bribery, as all sub­ 
sequent offers, he ‘‘spurned with ut 
ter contem pt” adding to his audience 
that whatever else he might do or be 
guilty of, they were looking into a 
face of one who had never had 
| price nor could he ever be bought 
Mr. Caudill also said that southwest 
Oklahoma, so far as strict law’ en­ 
forcement w’as concerned, was a par­ 
adise as compared with some other 
parts of the state, and that Governor 
Truce was determined to break up 
all dives, joints and “speak-easies” 
and rid the state of their keepers if 
it took 100,000 men to do it. 
Attacks Constitution. 
Mr. Caudill, who was a member of 
the constitutional convention from 
this part of the state, being one of 
the seventy-six prohibition members 
out of a total of 111, said that were 
it to be written over today, he would 
hesitate again to advocate or vote 
for the initiative and referendum in 
the state constitution. He said its pur 
pose is miscarrying 
and

abused by the liquor interests of St. 
(Louis and Kansas City and “misused 
by the liars and lawbreakers of the 
state in calling special elections one 
after the other, while the tax-payers 
and home-builders supinely rest con­ 
tented to merely pay the bills.” Each 
election costing the people not less 
than $38,000. 
Concluding Mr. 
Caudill 
discussed 
the recent election in Texas, stating 
there was now’ not the least shadow 
of a doubt but that prohibition car­ 
ried in the Lone S tar state by not 
less than 25,000 and was counted out 
by the anti-pfriohlbitionists in defi­ 
ance of the people’s will.

Shawnee, Okla., Sept. 5.—Cotton is 
the paramount question .before the 
National Farm ers’ Union convention, 
which opens here this morning for a 
three days’ session. A deluge of tele­ 
gram s have been coming in all day to 
Secretary A. C. Davis ,representing 
nearly every local Farmers* Union in 
existence. Among the 500 telegram s 
there was not a local that did not 
pledge its membership to hold cotton 
for higher prices, 13c to loc being the 
prices favored. 


There were 500 delegates in at­ 
tendance when the convention open­ 
ed this morning. The farm ers were 
enthusiastic, and they demonstrated 
their enthusiasm by sheering everv 
speaker who appeared before them. 
This morning s session was the only 
open session, and at 2 o’clock the 
farm ers went into executive session, 
and all business will be conducted 
privately. 


•Ex-President Garrison presided at 
the morning session and introduced 
Frank P. Sterns ,ex-Mayor, who cor­ 
dially welcomed the delegates to the 
city. Campbell Russell, 
ex-president 
of the Oklahoma state union, in a 
characteristic address then welcom­ 
ed the National union in behalf of 
the state union, and T. J. Brooks of 
Atwood, Tenn., in one of the most 
forceful speeches that has ever been 
delivered in Shawnee, addressed the 
convention. Thomas Pryor Gore, the 
blind Oklahoma senator, was then in­ 
troduced and was followed by Editor 
Wilson of the Mississippi F arm ers’ 
‘Advocate. 
The t wo most impressive speeches 
delivered to the delegates were those 
of Senator Gore and T. 
a.- Brooks. 
Mr. Brooks said in part: “This was a 
farm ers’ government, as it started 
out. The farm er was the forem ost1 
citizen in prestige and wealth. It is 
not so today. You as a class own only . 
one-fifth of the wealth and only a I 
part of you own that. Half of you are I 
homeless and a third 
of 
you 
are 
branded-mortgaged. 
“You produced last year on 6,(KH),- I 
ODO farms 
$9,000,000,000 
worth 
of 
products. 
“You have produced $80,000,000,000 
worth in twelve years, and yet twelve 
yeqrs ago you owned one-fourth of 
the wealth and now’ you own one- 
fifth. 
“The Farm ers’ union has planted 
the standard of revolt in the interest 
of the tillers of the soil, and it also 
is making history. It has fought the 
credit and mortgage system for elev­ 
en years and the record has gone 
from 70 to 35 per cent during that 
time.” 
Senator Gore’s address was based 
on the farmers^ He 
stated 
that 
a 
farm er should conduct his farm in 
the same manner that a department 
store is operated and to adopt the 
trust plan, viz.: Co-operation. He was 
greeted1 with round after round of 
applause. He concluded with a re­ 
mark that caused both consternation 
and laughter. He said it is an estab­ 
lished fact that too many farmers 
overstep their bonds and when the 
end of the year comes they general­ 
ly have two assets, viz.: 
They 
are 
alifve and broke. 
Following the speaking, President 
I Barrett then introduced the various 
| speakers and read the pedigree of 
each in a very jovial manner. The 
i proceedings this afternon were of the 
'general routine class ,the reading of 


j reports and minutes of past conven­ 
tio n s. 'Tomorrow’ is expected to bring 
j forth some radical measures In the 
I cotton question. The farm ers are in
